Democracy Sees Only Own Hand, While Dictator 


Can See All Of The Cards That Have Been Dealt

Adolf The Frustrated 
A 
DOLF HITLER’S pun of German expansion, 
published In "Mein Kampf". calls for acquisition 
of territory to the east and southeast of the father­ 
land. 
This wag to be made possible by alliances 
with Great Britain and Italy to immobilise France, 
which Hitler believed was the common enemy of 
Germany and Great Britain, 
With France taken 
care of the little Balkan states would be pushovers. 
When Britain chose to ally itself with France, the 
plan had to be revised. Part of the revision was a 
German alliance with Russia, something Hitler be­ 
lieved never should be done. 
He had nothing but 
contempt 
for 
Russians 
when 
he 
wrote 
“ Mein 
K am pf’—and the Russians w ont forgot what de 
said about them when Nazi policy called for at­ 
tacks on Communism. 
As the only European power of any consequence 
left on the continent, Russia can make or break 
Oermany’s plan of hegemony over southeastern 
Europe. 
Hitler cannot afford now to fight the Red 
army to get what he dreamed of In "Mein K am pf’, 
just as be cannot afford to Invade Great Britain to 
secure Germany's western front, now on the sea­ 
coast of France. 
It is, consequently, of tremendous importance 
that Hitler’s diplomatic drive seems to have bogged 
down with the signing of alliances with Rumania, 
Hungary and Solvakla, leaving Yugsoslavla, Bul­ 
garia* and Turkey outside the Ails sphere. 
They 
h a v e . remained oustlde on the advice of Russia, 
presumably; they cannot afford to disregard Rus­ 
sia's point of view. 
lf It prove to be Russia's point 
Of view that Germany, cheated of victory over Great 
Britain also must be denied sway over tbs east, 
which Hitler has claimed as a German right, then 
the war soon must begin to take a different shape. 
Its new shape will be that of a belligerent nation 
turned back on two fronts, stopped short of triumph, 
Bs leaders humiliated in the eyes of the people 
whose confidence they had won. 
Combined with 
the indifferent success of Germany’s partner In 
arms, Italy, and the unexpected dominance of its 
unnatural partner In diplomacy, Russia, the loss of 
prestige may prove fatal to popular morale. 
Germans suspected at the outset they were being 
dragged into another losing fight; they must feel 
that the odds against them now are even larger 
than they were when the war began.

how correct Is his Impression of 
the effects of the bombardments.

Our 
news reports of the Nazi bombard­ 
ments In England consist of the

have talked with people who have 
been there.

That 
necessitated bringing into the story a Chicago book­ 
maker named Edward Dobkin. who is usually called 
Shaumus. for he does the same thing as the lady. He 
is constantly looking around for new and unusual 
delicacies. Only not as a business. He seeks these 
tidbits that he personally may enjoy them. Shaumus 
is by way of being a gourmet. 
He is canvassing the middlewest constantly for 
delectable. When he comes upon something new his 
Joy is unbounded. He first tries out his discovery 
himself and then he sends us a smidgin, a practice 
that probably eventually will result in making us 
one of the largest individual consumers of bicarb in 
the United States. 
In the fall of 1939 he sent us a smoked goose that 
kept repeating on us up to the spuing of 1940. The 
only smoked bird that sits well with us is Amon Car­ 
ter’s original and world - renowned smoked turkey 
from Texas.

smoked shrimp and made us aware that smok­ 
ing is one of the best things you can do to a shrimp, 
not barring spicing it in the shell as they do at 
Miller'*’ restaurant in Baltimore, or grilling it in 
garlic, also in the shell, as is the fashion at Tony’s 
on lower Fifth ave. in New Y'ork. But we are getting 
ahead of our story, though this is as good a place ss 
• ny to mention that smoked shrimp is smoked in 
the shell, too. 
You shuck off the busk with your 
fingers. 
Shaumus found the shrimp after hi* discovery of a 
sausage that Is really something out of this world 
In a small town in Michigan, and snicked perch right 
there in dear old Chi. and a new kind of smoked 
sturgeon in Davenport, la.

Pius Asks New 'Golden Rule' 


For War In Latest Plea

VATICAN CITY, Nov. 26— Sadly 
noting that today’s war, “instead 
of subsiding, goes on to gather 
new 
ferocity,” 
Pope 
Pius 
XII 
prayed anew on Sunday for “peace 
in our days." 
He also pleaded for a new gold­ 
en rule of war, urging that corn­ 
ic 
batants never, "no m atter in what 
circumstances, do to others that 
which they would not have done 
to themselves or their country." 
The pontiff broadcast a 20-min­ 
ute homily from St. P eter’s basilica 
at the conclusion of a special mass 
for the war dead to open a world 
day of prayer for peace. 
"Peace among men which thou 
d ea re st is dead," he said. "Bring it 
back to life, oh divine conquerer 
of death. May whirlwinds, th at in 
/ 
th* light of day or in the dark of 
night scatter terror, fire, destruc­ 
tion and slaughter on humble folk, 
cease." 
The pontiff blamed "contentious 
aspirations" for raw m aterials as 
responsible for war, but added: 
"The present hour is a phase in 
the solemn story of humanity pre­ 
dicted by Christ."

LONG ILLNESS TARES 
LAST GENRO IN JAPAN 


Prince Saionji Saw Country 


Adopt Modern Standards 


B r Th* AsaociaUd Pre**. 
OKITSU, Japan. Nov. 26 — The 
last of Japan's Genro, o r elder 
statesm an, Prince Kimmochi Sai­ 
onji, whose 91 years of life spanned 
the whole period of Japan’s em er­ 
gence from medieval insularity to 
rank among the great economic 
and military states of the modern 
world, died Sunday. 
He had been ill at his home, a 
few 
hours’ train 
journey 
from 
Tokyo, since Nov. 13. 
A child barely beyond the tod­ 
dling age when Commodore Perry 
made his historic visit to Japan in 
1853, a young man when feudalism 
was abolished in Japan, SaionJi’i 
career, em bracing military and dip­ 
lomatic service, was inextricably 
woven into Japanese history. 
He was twice prem ier him self 
and had advised the emperor in the 
appointment of at least a score of 
other prem iers from 1916 on when 
as a marquis he became a sort of 
junior mem ber of the Genro. 
He headed the Japanese delega­ 
tion to the Paris conference after 
the World war. In 1919 he was in­ 
vested with the grand order of 
merit, and in 
1920 was made a 
prince. 
In 1924 with the death of Prince 
Masayoshi M atsukaka he became 
the only surviving member of the 
Genro, 
the 
unofficial 
body 
of 
statesm en who stood between the 
cabinet and the crown and whose 
services were sought in crjses be­ 
cause of their distinguished ser­ 
vices in the past.

Of 
course, you see all sorts of opinion 
to the contrary. One Is that fat 
people don't have good appetites 
and thin people gorge them selves, 
but careful observation shows that 
these are not true In carefully 
measured dietary experiments. 
So that the problem of getting 
the thin youngster to eat plenty 
of bread 
and 
butter and 
milk 
comes down to the use of other 
methods to make him hungrier. 
A careful examination for any 
physical disability is presum ed to 
he the first act in taking care of 
the thin 
youngster. Overactivity 
of the thyroid gland, unsuspected 
diabetes, intestinal worms of all 
kinds, bad teeth, digestive disor­ 
ders. m ust all be investigated. Ir­ 
regular meals, eating under dis­ 
tracting 
surroundings, 
poor 
dis­ 
cipline and diet fads in the par­ 
ents, are all calculated to be bad 
for the uutritiou of a child. 
Improve Sleeping Habits 
Im provement of sleeping habits 
is stressed as an im portant means 
of bringing back the appetite. A 
youngster of IO or 12 should have 
at least IO hours sleep each night. 
Ideally he should sleep alone in a 
well-ventilated room. The correc­ 
tion of erroneous sleep habits is 
not a m atter of arising later, but 
of retiring earlier. 
Under medication, very little is 
suggested except perhaps the ever­

simmer gently, turning roast occa­ 
sionally, adding more water lf 
necessary, a little at a time. 
One-half hour before the meat 
is done, add onions, green pep­ 
pers, potatoes and carrots. It will 
take about 3| hours to cook a 
roast this size. Make gravy by 
thickening

with

mixed smooth in water.

the following Jan. 28, 1918, there 
was inaugurated “wbeatless days”. 
Then, the reside*** of East Liv­ 
erpool folly realized that they were 
involved in war and that they must, 
as did the men in training camps, 
change their daily mode of living. 
Perhaps the first apprecatlon of 
the change regarding food demands 
came upon the occasion of a ban­ 
quet in Salem where the late W. E. 
Wells of Newell wa* one of the 
speakers. It was at this affair that 
there occurred for the first time 
the absence of meat on a banquet 
menu. 
Instead, 
the 
entre 
was 
baked beans. 
Soon it was necessary to require 
grocers to sell with each pound of 
flour an equal amount of cereal 
substance. On Dec. 18, 1917, con­ 
sumers were limited to purchasing 
only a 30-day supply of flour. 
Later there came the necessity 
of conserving coal. 
The potteries 
operating in and about East Liver­ 
pool, in order to overcome a possi­ 
ble shortage, previously laid In 
large quantities of coal in storage 
plots. 
On May 22, 1917. Gov. James M. 
Cox 
appointed 
the 
Columbiana 
county draft board. 
Two of Its 
four members have passed away— 
David Brookman, chairman, and Dr. 
J. M. King. The others were Will 
T. Blake, secretary, and O. V. 
Beatty, both of East Liverpool. The 
former now is chairman of the in­ 
dustrial commission of Ohio. 
The first building in East Liver­ 
pool placed under military control 
was the Y.M.C.A.

room members of Company E, the 
only voluntary aggregation that 
went out of Columbiana county, 
maintained a mess hall.
